THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 
DRILI, WALL, ALMSHOUSE AND 
SEWER BONDS ORDERED. 


THE 


Both branches of the City Council were 
in svussion Monday evening. In the 
board of Aldermen all the members were 
present and Mayor Hibbard presided. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 

A communication was received from 
Maggie McPhee, by her attorney,Geo. H. 
Lincoln, stating that on Jan, 14th, she 
fell on the icy sidewalk on Otis street, 
between 2 and 4 p. m., fracturing her left 
wrist, and that she looked to the city for 
payment for the injuries received, the 
physician’s bills and the loss of time. 

The quarterly report of the Qverseers 
of the Poor was read, in which it was 
stated that their appropriation was over- 
drawn on Dec. 31, '9, by $77.42. 

Alderman Harbach from the special 
committee to consider the question of 
enlarged quarters for the City Enain- 
eer’s department, reported and recom- 
mended that the city cease to rent the 
large hail in the day time, and that it be 
given to the engineer's department. 
They also recommended that the stair- 
way on the east side be closed up, th 
stairway be taken away, and a two story 
brick vault be constructed, for the 
storage of papers; also that a fire escape 
be built as the law requires. 

Alderman Hyde reported an ordinance 
for the supervision of wires, and also one 
fixing a uniform time for the anoual re- 
port to be made out. 

Alderman Luke from the finance com- 
mittee reported in favor of the sewer 
loan, 

Alderman Luke presented the annual 


report of the trustees of the Reed Fund, 
the income of which was last year 
$1600. 

The report of the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners was also presented. The 
Sinking Fund on the water debt amounts 
to $321,579.65; for city debt, $2315.28; 








for school debt, $23,188.76; for public 
parks, $15,842.15. 

* Alderman Fenno presented the annual 
report of the City Engineer. 

Messrs. J. F. C. Hyde, E. J. Hyde, 
Edward F. Barnes, S. W. Tucker and 
John Flood were licened as auction- 
eers. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order 
which was passed that the legislative 
committee appear at the legislative 
hearing for the amendment of a certain 
act. 

On motion of Alderman Sheppard 
orders were passed that the rules and 
orders for the mayor and board of alder 
men, which have not been printed since 
1882, be referred to the two aldermen on 
the committee on joint rules and orders, 
to report for the purpose of having them 
printed. The joint rules and orders 
were referred to the full committee for 
the same purpose. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach the 
legislative committee was requested to 
appear at the legislative hearing on 
petition of W. A. Alexander and others 
for the annexation of a part of Water- 
town to Newton, and oppose the pay- 
ment of any purchase money for the 
same by Newton, but otherwise to re- 
main neutral save as the interests of the 
city may be endangered, 

On motivn of Alderman Luke, the 
Mayor was authorized to petition the 


legislature for an amendment of the 
provision relating to temporary loans, 
so that the city could borrow for not | 


longer than one year, and not more in | 
amount than the unpaid taxes. He 
stated that the city treasurer had had 
difficulty in borrowing, on account of | 
the provision that the time of a tempor- | 
ary vote must be limited to the current | 
year. 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the City 
Clerk was authorized to insert the usual | 
advertisement in the City Directory, at 
an expense of not tu exceed $100, Al- 
derman Sheppard objected to suspend- 
ing the rules, on general principles, as it 
was not wise to rush orders through, 
but on being told that Drew, Allis & Co. | 


vere ready to go to press with their 
book, he withdrew his objection, 
On motion of Alderman Coffin the 


committee on electious were ordered to 
ascertain what changes were necessary 
in the several precinct lines and report, 

On motion of Alderman Coffin, ex- 
Mayor Burr was invited to procure a 
likeress of himself to be placed in the 
mayors’ purtraic gallery, 

On motion of Alderman Hyde, the 
ordinance committee were directed to 
consider the ordivances now in force and 
report what changes, if any, were desir- 
able. 

NEW ALMSHOUSE, 

On motion of Alderman Hyde the 
public property committee were author- 
ized to advertise in the Néwtou papers | 
for bids for the construction of an Alms- 
house on the city property on Winchester 
street. 

HIGH SCHOOL DRILL HALL. 

An order was also presented authoriz- 
ing the committee to advertise for bids | 
for the construction of a drill ball, 
gymnasium, fete., one story high, on 
the High school grounds, 

Alderman Harbach said he hoped the 
oider would uot be adopted, as this was 
vo time to talk about unnecessary new 
buildings. The city debt was already 
$400,000, The new almshouse would 
cost $40,000, without the barns and out 
buildings. A new school house was be- 
ing built at Waban, and there is already | 
talk of a new High school on the south | 
side of the city, and the sewer loan calls | 
for $400,000, which will all amount to | 
within $100,000 of our debt limit. | 

Alderman Hyde said the committee | 
had taken into consideration the demand | 





tor a High school on the south side, or | 
they would have called for a two story | 
building. 

Aldermau Sheppard said that the plan 
for a gymnasium or drill hall was favored 
by a large proportion of the citizens, and 
ifthe gentlemen from Ward Six was 
familiar with the work dooe at the High 
school he would see the necessity for the 
building.

The ordinance relating to supervision 
of wires was presented, but referred 
back, to cover the trolley wires for 
street cars. 

Alderman Luke presented the petition 
of Mary A. Parsons, who asked payment 
for injuries received by a fall on the icy 
sidewalk,in front of the police station 
at City Hall, Jan. 19, by which she 
sprained her wrist and received other 
injuries which prevented her working at | 
her trade of seamstress, causing her a} 
loss of at least $100. Referred to com- 
mittee on claims. 

Alderman Luke presented the bonds 
of the City Clerk and City Treasurer, 
which had been made permanent instead 
of for one year. The first was signed by 
]. F. Kingsbury, Laura D. H. Kingsbury, 
and J. H. Nickerson, and was for $2,000. 
The second was signed by J. A. Kenrick, 
Chester H. Graves, Samuel Farquhar, 
Joshua Baker, Frederick Johnson, Sam- 
uel L. Powers, and James Austin of 
Boston, and each is held for $5,000. 

The ordinance relating to reports of 
city officers was reconsidered for an 
amendment in regard to legal title of the 
Public Library of Boston and was again 
passed. 

The legislative committee were direct- 
ed to appear before the legislature in 
regard to the abolishment of grade cross- 
ings in Newton. The board then at 8.45 
adjourned. 

Common Corncil. 


President Mead presided and all the 
members were eset except Council- 
men Sprague and Collins. 

Business from the upper board was 
disposed of in concurrence without de- 
bate, until the order for advertising for 
bids for the drill hall was reached. 

Councilman Roffe said he did not feel 
happy over this order. Last fall the 
appropriations were cut down to the 
absolute necessities. We have a new 
almshouse to build, an engine, truck and 
horses to buy, and a multitude of other 
extras, and it seemed to him rather un- 
necessary to build a drill shed. He was 
sorry to oppose the boys, but he did not 
think it was necessary, and we cannot 
afford it. This is not the end either, as 
the committee had a letter from Miss 
Ireson. the instructor in gymnastics for 
the girls, who said the drill hall would 
be of no use to her department, but if 
we put up a two story building it will 
call for $8,000 more. Not more than 50 
per cent of the grammar school children | 
go to the High school, because their pa- 
rents can not afford it, but they have to | 
pay taxes for those that do go, and it is 
rather severe to put a drill shed on top | 
of that. It seemed to him that it was 
time to calla halt in school expenses, If | 
we keep on there is no reason why we 
should not teach dauciug and instrumen- | 
tal music, and maintain colleges at pub- 
lic expense. We must stop somewhere, | 
and we may as well stop now. He moved | 
to nmon-coucur, and the motion was 
seconded by Councilman Richardson, | 

Councilman Dutch said he did not | 
oppose the drill shed, but his idea was | 
that if the gilt buttons were taken off no 
one would want drill. Gymoastics was | 
much ahead of the drill and we should 
put the money in a gymnasium. It was | 
unfair also not to provide for the young 
ladies as well as the boys, 

Councilman Roffe said the committee | 
have provided for dividing the hall so 
that at all times except during battalion 
drill the girls could having half the hah, | 

Councilman Forknall said it was nota 
question of establishing military drill,we | 
have that now, and should provide a 
suitable place or else do away with the | 
drill. The present method entails a great 
waste of time and money on the part of | 
the boys. The lady instructor objects 
because she can not have just what she 
wishes, but he could not see the wisdom |! 
of preferring spaces between the desks 
as now, to have half of a spacious hall. 

Councilman Grace thought that there |

Senate will have a small majority against 
the extreme protection of the McKinley 
Bill, ‘The new senators from Kansas and 
South Dakota are pledged against it. 
The new senators from North Dakota and 
Dlinois probably will be, Hill from New 
York, and Vilas from Wisconsin, added 
to theabove, make six votes taken from 
one side and given to the other, Then 
there are the Republicans, who voted un- 
willingly for the McKinley bill and have 
heard from their constituents—Plumb, 
Paddock, Washburn and Davis. 


Against Public Sentiment. 


Itis very apparent that the extreme 
protection of the McKinley bill is against 
public sentiment. The Western Repub- 
licans are in open reyolt againstit. The 
new Republican Club in this State has a 
tariff plank in its platform upon which 
the tariff reformers can almost stand. It 
isevident that the Republicans made a 
treat inistake when they followed the 
Pefitiyayleadia and Ohio extremists like 
a flock of sheep. 


Field & Co,, of Chicago, in attacking the 


validity of the McKinley tariff law in the 
courts. The John Shillito Company, of 
Cincinnati, claim it is unconstitutional, 


(1) because of the provisions of the third 
section :(2) because Congress has no right 
to give bounties to sugar growers; (3) be- 
cause disvretionary power is lett the 
President to suspend the provisions un- 
der the reciprocity clause. It is also 
claimed that through a mistake in enrol 
ment the President did not sign the bill 
passed by Congress. Ten importing firms 
in St. Louis have united in bringing suit 
on substantially the same grounds, 

These suits will only help in the ‘‘cam- 
paign of education.” 


Cuts Both Ways. 

The London Times says that the ex- 
portation of pocket cutlery to the United 
States has been seriously interfered with 
by the McKinley bill, which is, perhaps, 
a good thing so far as the American mak- 


ers of cutlery are concerned, but the 
Times also says that the English manu- 
facturers are proposing to cut down the 
wages. This will affect us two ways. 
These English workmen are large con- 
sumers of American produce, and the 
reduction of their wages will be the re- 
verse of a benefit to the American farmers, 
If a few of these English workmen come 
to this country the American cutlery 
manufacturers will shave wages down, 
and the American workman will get 
beautifully lett.

And for this 
beggarly result the American consumers 
are to have the cost of their tin plate en- 
hanced fifteen to twenty millions of dol- 
lars per year,’

The Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Journal explains to the world 
that last year the foreign albumenized 
paper was sold at $38 a ream, and as soon 
as the McKinley bill had raised the duty 
from 15 to 35 per cent, the price was ad- 
vanced to $40 a ream, but the domestic 
manufacturers are now offering American 
made albumenized paper for $34 aream, 
This is a very beautiful tale, but it is 
strangely incomplete, If the domestic 
manufacturers can sell it for $834a ream 
this year, why couldn’t they do it last 
year? When the foreign paper was sell- 
ing at $38 a ream the American manu- 
facturers complained that they were be- | 
ing undersold by the product of pauper 
labor, and demanded a very large in- 
crease of the duty, and having got it they 
make their price $4a ream under the | 
former foreign price. The explanation 
is that the home product is very inferior 
in quality, 


McKinley Prices. 

A Chicago despatch says: ‘The price 
of paints in small packages will be ad- 
vanced next week 15 per cent. as a result 
of the increased duty on tin plate put in- 
to effect by the McKinley bill. The ad- 
vance will be general throughout the 
country. The paint dealers have them- | 
selves borne the extra cost since the law 
went into effect, but as, in addition to 





the duty,the zine men have increased the 
standard prices, an advance on the part | 
of the paint trade has become a necessi- | 
ty.’’

Newton Natural History Society. 

The regular meeting of this society 
last Monday evening was one of unusual 
interest. Mr, Jesse Fewkes exhibited 
quite a number of water worn rocks, 
taken from a terminal moraine in this 
vicinity. ‘These were sculptured by run- 
ning water, into varied fantastic and 
grotesque forms avd shapes when im- 
bedded in the glacier as it pushed its 
wide-spread column from the north 
toward the south, and a warmer climate, 

Dr. J. F. Frisbie described the forma- 
tion of salt in past geologic ages and its 
manufacture to-day, Salt is universally 
distributed over the whole globe and in 
all the strata, 

Common salt is found in solution in the 
ocean, certain lakes that have no outlet, 
and salt springs. When found ina solid 
state itis called ‘*Rock Salt,’ “Fossil 
Salt’ and “Salt Gemmue.’’ — In this con- 
dition it is mined the same as 
minerals, granite, coal and iron, 
are salt in Poland, Hungary, 
Russia, Germany, England, Spain, Asia, 
Africa, South America and the West 
India Islands. In the island St.

Domingo is a mountain six miles long, | 


half a mile to a mile wide, and 400 to G00 
feet high of solid rock salt, 


Saltis manufactured ona large scale | 


in New York and other states, Wells 
are bored down to salt-bearmg rocks o1

salt, then pumped out and evaporated. 
This produces the finest and purest salt, 
The “Salt Licks” of the West are springs 
bearing salt to the surface. 

If a lake has no outlet to the ocean, its 
water is usually salt, like the Caspian, 
Aral and Dead Sea in Asia and the Great 
Salt Lake of Utah.

They are represented in the House and 
Senate by a very few men who are either 
compelled to advocate coinage of silver 
because they represent states in which 
the silver interests are paramount; or else 
they are men of a peculiar type who are 
hopelessly fossilized on the money ques- 
tion, and are incapable of reasoning on 
the subject. Outside the halls of Con- 
gress the advocates of free coinage are 
either currency cranks—greenbackers in 
disguise—or else they are facile advocates 
who understand their busivess—who do 


it well, and appear to be fully supplied | 


with all the documents and means of 
agitation that are required. They are 
shrewd, capable and plausible, and they 
endeavor to confuse and not to elucidate. 

On the other side, in Congress are the 
large body of those who support a sound 
and stable currency—not yet a majority 
by conviction, as they soon will be. Be- 
tween these two bodies in Congress, both 
in the House and Senate, stand men 
whose minds have been given to other 
subjects, and upon whom this question 
has been pushed, mainly by the debate 
on the force bill, The dread of the 


and capable men representing the South- 
ern States, is something of which those 
who do not visit Washington have little 
conception, They are aware that the so- 
called carpet-bag governments, by which 
the credit of the Southern States was 
|} abused and their prosperity retarded

coinage billinto this discussion, They 
were not ready for it and they are not 
ready forit yet. They have been misled 
into assuming that a great mass of peo- 
ple, especially in the West, wish this act 
to pass. The uprising in the West 
against it is now opening their eyes, and 
1 think none will be more rejoiced than 
the most prominent and sagacious 
| Southern Democrats when the influences 
that are now being brought to bear in 
Washington prove to both sides that this 
| act must not pass. 

I think that the advocates of free 
coinage are beginning to feel that this is 
their last chance, The opposition and 
the active work coming from prominent 
Western Democrats elect of the next 
Congress, are opening their eyes. If the 

| case is now pushed vigorously, as it will 
be from every great centre of commerce 
and trade, we may not only defeat the 
|} preseat measure, but may prevent it from 
coming up again to disturb confidence 
and credit in the future,

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THE ANNEXATION QUESTION. 


That the Joint Standing Committee on 
Legislation be and is hereby requested to 
appear at the Committee Hearings of the 
General Court upon the petition of W. 
A. Alexander et al for the annexation of 
apart of the town of Watertown to the 
City of Newton, and oppose any proposi- 
tion for the payment of purchase money, 
by the City of Newton for the territory 
in question or any portion thereof, but 
ortherwise to observe a condition of 
neutrality in relation to the matter, 
except as the corporate interests of the 
City may appear to be endangered. 

The above isthe position taken by the 
City Council on the Annexation of Morse 
Field to Newton, and it is a position that | 
will be generally endorsed. The City 
Council will of course agree to having 
that portion of the debt of Watertown, 
which is represented by the property of 
this section,assumed by Newton, but this 
is as faras they will go. They do not 
favor bonding the city and paying any 
fancy price for the territory, and in fact 
jt would be difficult to find a case in the 
history of annexation projects where 
such a policy was followed. 

The hearing on the question which was 
assigned for Thursday of this week has 
been postponed to next Tuesday, by the 
legislative committee having it in charge, 
and at that time the battle will begin.

Rabies or Hydrophobia, The Cattle Commis- 


sioners, do hereby make and publish the follow- 


Rules 1, 2, 
include dogs 
health shall observe and publish said 
rules, and take the same eourse for the sup- 
pression of rabies as for the suppression of other 
contagions diseases among domestie animals, and 
shall cause all suspeeted dogs to be at once quar- 
antined or securely held in restraint till destroyed 
or released by order of the Cattle Commissioners, 

Ruled, in cases of suspected contagious 
pleuro pneumonia among cattle, or swine-plague 
or cholera among swine, the entire herd must be 
secured againstcommunieation with other anima's 
of the same species that have not been exposed to 
the suspected animals, and owners of other herds 
which may have been exposed and afterwards 
moved should be immediately notified and warned 
of the existing danger. 

Rule 6, Horses or mules suspeeted of having 
the disease known as glanders or farey may only 
remain inthe custody of the ywners, and in the 
stalls or onthe premises previously occupied | 
them, when in the judgment of boards of h 
such owners can be relied on with confidence, and 
when such sialls or premises are deemed suitable 
places for holding such diseased or suspected ani- 
mals till taken in charge by the Cattle Comimis- 
sioners, ’ 

Rule 7. In aceordance with the spirit and in- 
tent of the foregoing, in all cases of suspected 
tuberculosis among cattle coming to your notice, 
you will hereafter instruct owners to cause the 
Separation of their suspected animals from the re~ 
mainder of the herd, and cause their isolation, and 
allow the unsuspected animals to be managed in 
all respects as if no disease had been present,

At the Newton Centre Unitarian church 
last Sunday morning, Rev. A. T. Bowser 
preached to a large congregatiou on the 
subject ‘‘How to Make Life Worth Liv- 
ing.’’ Inthe course of his sermon the 
preacher said that the questions, “Is life 
worth living?” ‘Is this world a good one 
to live in?” were being asked every day. 
Two answers are given, answers which 
are directly opposite. The optimist who 


| sees good in everything, says that this 


world is the best possible. The pessimist 
maintains that if the world were any 
worse it would be hell itself. These 
edifferent views are as old as humanity. 
One Hebrew psalmist sang ‘‘The Lord is 
my Shepherd,” another said in sadness, 
“We bring our years to an end asa tale 
that is told, and if we live to be three 
score and ten years old, or seven score, 
yet it is all labor and sorrow, soon passes 
over, and we are gone.”’ The same thing 
here in Newton to-day. 


Everybody knows people who see only 
the bright side of things, and who even 
in tribulation fearlessly siag, ‘Though 
heslay me, yet will 1 trust in Him,” 
Others find fault with all the circum- 
stances of life. It is either too hot or 
tov cold—too dry or too wet—too windy 
or too sultry. No amount of good for- 
tuue is good enough, and a small mishap 
becomes the greatest of ills. 

Millions of people in the world believe

religion, which is that of one third of the

| Deer Stop a Passenger Train. 

Who would think that a railroad en- 
gine that rested in a round house here 
was stopped on its way to Charlotte to 
provent it from rtmulag over two deer 
Vhat, charmed by the big yellow glare 
from its headlight, stood on the track 
and waited until the engine stopped 
within ten feet of them? Such a thing 
did occur, It was on the Carolina Cen- 
tral railroad, and Frank Lewis is the en- 
gineer who came within an ace of bring- 
ing a load of venison to Charlotte. 

The Charlotte bound passenger train, 
Capt. George Welsh, conductor, pulled 
out of the depot at Wilmington at the 
usual time Tuesday evening, made the 
regular stop at Hilton Bridge, another 
stop at Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley 
crossing, and was just getting under way 
for Meares Bluff when Engineer Lewis 
saw a dark object ahead on tho track. 
He at first thought it was a man, but, as 
it did not move, he seized the whistle 
cord and gave the cattle alarm. The 
object grew bigger, but remained motion- 
| less, and the engineer threw on the brakes. 
The train slowed up abruptly, and as it 
drew near the object the engineer saw 
something that astonished him. 

There, just in front of him, was a big 
buck deer with a fine spread of antlers. 
The buck was standing in the center of 
the track staring directly into the head- 
light, and just behind him, standing 
across the track and looking at the engine 
over the buck’s shoulders, was a beauti- 
ful doe. The engine got within ten feet 
of them when its nearness threw the rays 
of the headlight over them, and the mo- 
ment that occurred they bounded from 
the track and disappeared in the dark- 
ness, The engineer was almost unstrung 
by the novel experience, and he and the 
fireman talked deer all the way to Char- 
lotte. Had he known what the objects 
ahead of him were he could have put on 
steam and bagged a big mess of venison. 
—Charlotte (N. C.) News. 

An Asgwaw Adventure. 

Benjamin Wolfe, who is visiting 
Springfield, Mass., has passed through 
adventures enough to fill a book. At 
the age of 18 he enlisted in the English 
army—having run away from home— 
and he accompanied a detachment to 
India. Thence he went to Afghanistan, 
where in 1880 he figured in the famous 
march from Herat to Kandahar—a dis- 
tance of 1,800 miles—made in six weeks 
by Gen. Roberts. Later he was promi- 
nent in organizing the first dramatic 
company of English soldiers, and was 
general manager of its first production, 
which was made at Sabather. 

He has, as a souvenir of the event, a 
curious programme, issued by the sol- 
diery, on which is printed the curious 
injunction, ‘Gentlemen are requested 
to fetch their seats.” Atone time, while 
on duty just outside of Sabather, Wolfe 
was assaulted by five Afghans and was 
left on the ground for dead. He was 
discovered by his comrades, however, 
and cared for. He still bears the marks 
of the knife wounds on his back. The 
4th of August, 1890, he started to return 
to India and rode 1,000 miles on horse- 
back, as his path lay along the Himalaya 
mountains.—Philadelphia Ledger. 





Tale of a Cat. 

A gentleman was passing near Hough- 
ton square just after a recent storm and 
discovered a cat ensconced on the 
stringer of a wooden fence in a shelter- 
ing angle. He called the attention of a 
neighbor toit, and together, thinking that 
perhaps the cat was frozen to death, they 
proceeded to stirit up. The cat got up, 
and in attempting to jump off the fence, 
hung suspended like an icicle by the end 
of its caudal appendage, which was 
frozen to the fence. The animal had 
crawled in for shelter from the storm, 
the heat of the body melting the snow, 
and then chilling enough to freeze the 
tail to the fence. Asit hung suspended 
the gentleman began to look around for 
warm water, or some other means of 
thawing it out, but before they suc- 
ceeded the weight of the body caused it 
to break its hold, and the cat was re- 
leased from its strange predicament.—

A Large Cargo of Sugar. 

We have several times this season re- 
ferred editorially to the large movement 
of sugur to eastern markets by sea from 
this port, and on several occasions have 
recorded uncommonly large exports on 
single days. Yesterday all previous rec- 
ords were broken, as not only the largest 
single cargo ever known was cleared, 
but the aggregate exports were phenom- 
enal, The steamship Conemaugh was 
cleared with a cargo consisting of 17,500 
barrels and 190 bags of Louisiana sugar. 
This is an immense cargo of sugar, and 
is all intended for eastern refineries. 
The aggregate exports of sugar, all for 
eastern ports, for the day were not far 
from 50,000 barrels, the actual figures 
being 41,200 barrels, 350 hogsheads and 
190 bags.—New Orleans Pioay une.

There was a large attendance before 
the Legislative committee on towns, at 
the hearing on the petition of the Water- 
town aunexationists on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing in the attic of the state house, called 
the blue room, 

From Newton were present Mayor 
Hibbard, Alderman Harbach and Presi- 
dent Mead, the legislative committee of 
the City Counei!l, City Solicitor Slocum, 
1 Collins, Representatives 
Chester and Howard, Mr. Henry Fuller 
and others from Newton, and on one 
side were the annexationists with a large

number of interested ladies, and on the 
other the Watertown representa- 
tives. 

Mr. J. B, Goodrich as usual appeared 
Watertown, and was by 
Mr. J. J. Sullivan, and Messrs, Elder and 
Sanderson for the annexationists, while 
stenographers took copious 
notes of all that was said, There was 
some confusion about the hour for the 
hearing to begin, and many of the atten- 
dants had to wait from 10 to 11, when the 
chairman called to order, and Mr, San- 
derson, the junior counsel, opened for 
the petitioners in a remarkably good ad- 
dress setting forth the well known facts 
in the case, and illustrating his remarks 
with maps of the district in question, 
showing its complete separation by the 
river from Watertown, and calling atten- 
tion to the fact thatit is surrounded on 
three sides by Newton, and that the line 
of division cuts through nearly every 
estate, and a great many houses. One of 
the stone bounds is in the cellar of a 
house.

fish weirs, and at first there was but 75 
acres, but since the amount has grown to 
150 acres. As the fish weirs no longer 
exist there no reason for Watertown 
claiming the territory. Watertown has 
taken money out of the town treasury, 
for years, illegally until the passage of a 
recent act, and a wealthy corporation 
such as the town of Watertown has power 
to completely overshadow private indi- 
viduals, who not only have to pay their 
own expenses, but are also taxed by the 
town to pay the expenses of opposing 
their efforts. 

Watertown is a wealthy town, standing 
10th in the list of towns of the state in 
respect to valuation, and it has without 
this territory about 2,000 acres, making 
it larger than Chelsea or Somerville.

The question is primarily what is for | 


the best interest of the citizens; Water- 
town gets $11,000 a year out of the 


territory and it never has expended half | 


that on the territory in any one year, 
and this is the reason Watertown fights 
the petitioners. They want the money 
taxed out of them to spend on the other 
side of the river. The tax-payers of the 
territory want to be aunexed to Newton 
save asmall and insignificant minority. 
They take the cars at Newton, their post 
office is Newton, and they are most of 
them in the free delivery district of 
Newton. If letters are sent to them at 
Watertown they have to be remailed 
back to Boston and out to Newton. 
Their names are in the Newton directory, 
they attend Newton churches, their 
children are sent to Newton schools, 
they trade at Newton stores, and their 
social relatives are with N-wton people.

The Manufacturers’ Prosperity Depends 
on It, 


VITAL INTEREST, ALSO, TO ALL OF THE 

PEOPLE IN THE COUNTRY—CIRCULAR 
JUST ISSUED BY THE WOOL CONSUM- 
ERS’ ASSOCIATION—THE EFFECT OF 
THE MCKINLEY BILL.

The Wool Consumers’ Association, by 
its executive committee—Arthur T. Ly- 
man, T. Quincy Brown, Henry C. Wes- 
ton, Jesse Metcalf, William B. Weeden, 
Galen C. Moses, Charles M, Beach—is. 
sues the following; 

The bulletin of the National Associa- 
tion of Wool Manufacturers contains the 
report Which the secretary presented at 
the annual meeting of the association 
last October, Since October such changes 
have come over national politics, and in 
the expression of economic principles by 
the people of the United States, that the 
rejoicing of the secretary after the'‘cheer 
ing and permanent” effects of the laws 
that had been passed in the interest of 
the protected industries is full of pathos 
now, when the people have at last real 
ized that the McKinley bill is inv the in 
terest of monopolies, and not in the in- 
terest of the whole people, 

Indeed, the administrative bill, with 
its unreasonable and practically impossi- 
ble exactions and impediments, and the 
McKinley bill, with its effective and well 
devised provisions for excluding many 
things of universal value and desire, and 
increasing the cost of food and many of 
the comforts and necessaries of life, have 
probably struck the most damaging blows 
ever given to the protective system. 

The secretary refers to the position of 
the association in assenting to the impo- 
sition of such duties on wool as Congress 
(practically the Ohio wool growers) 
might decide upon, provided compensa- 
tory duties, socalled, were allowed on 
woolen goods. But, as is perfectly clear

interest of certain mouoplies of very lim- 
ited consequence to the public; and, in- 
that free wool has become now an 
essential element in the permanent pros- 
perity of the wool manufacturers them- 
selves, 

The secretary refers at some length to 
what he considers hurtful and unneces- 
sary restrictions in the wool schedule of 
the McKinley bill. 
the duties on third-class wools, which he 
says the National association has not at 
any time approved, The manufacturers 
of third-class wool have learned under 
recent strange decisions of the treasury 
department what some of the restrictions 
of the tariff mean, and the restrictive 
clauses have not yet all been applied, 

The woolen schedule is one of the 
most oppressive to the mass of the peo- 
ple of ait the oppressive schedules of the 
tariffact. Itis true that the enormous 
tax on woolens of all kinds is primarily, 
in great degrees, due to the heavy du- 
ties on raw wool, but the wool manu- 
facturers are also to blame for joining 
with the wool growers in this recent re- 
enactment of the historic bargain, The 
last election makes a reconsideration 
necessary. 

If the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers — will recognize the 
changed attitude of the people, and 
change its own policy, declaring now for 
free wool, which is for the benefit of all 


| the people, and also of most vital conse- 


quence for all wool manufactures, it can 
undoubtedly preserve a reasonable and 
adequate duty on goods,as the enormous 
expenses of the government will require 
very large amounts to be raised by du- 
ties on imported goods, The pensions 
raised by both political parties in the 
mad bidding for votes, to an annual cost 
to the country equal to about one-fifth 
of the sum which Germany exacted from 
France as an indemnity at the end ofa 
crushing war, will help to maintain the 
duties at such a point,as to afford large 
protective effect, 

Apart from any theories or any cling- 
ing to past methods, or obsolete, “his- 
toric attitudes,’ the practical question 
of how best to meet the existing condi- 
tions is one of pressing importance to 
the wool manufacturers, 

Every one admits that the last election 
turned on the tariff issue, and the popu- 
lar decision was more clear and emphat- 
ic than any other within the past 30 
years or more, That decision meant free 


raw materi ls and relief for the taxed 
necessaries of life. It 
DID NOT MEAN FREE TRADE 


or free manufactured goods, both of 
which are practically out of the question, 
considering the state of our finances, 
The Democratic party will be under 
the necessity of putting wool on the free 
list. That party is thoroughly commit- 
ted to this, and the economic arguments 





from what Senator Aldrich says in the” 
same number of the bulletin further on, 
the woolen manufacturer cannot’ be 


placed by aid of compensating duties in 
a position equal to that which he would 
have with free wool, 

The secretary calls this position as- 
sumed by the association the “historic 
attitude” of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers. Should he not 
rather callit the ‘historic bargain’? of 
the wool manufacturers, who made the 
agreement with the wool growers which 
resulted in the tariff act of 1867? 

The present bargain was in general 
plan and appearance as effective, but cir- 
cumstances have changed,and over grasp- 
ing and ovér-log-rolling have brought 
about a terrible popular reaction, which 
threatens the very existence of the 
protective system, 


When the wool manufacturers were 
urged, in 1888, to 
ACCEPT THE FREE WOOL 


of the Mills bill, and were almost asked 
to fix for themselves the duties on goods, 
this very danger that the last election 
has revealed was urged upon them inp 
vain, 

Thesecretary alludes, also, to the op- 
position to and withdrawal from the 
National Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers of several influential members, 
and the organization of an association 
for the advocacy of free wool. 

Mr. J. Wiley Edmands and Mr, E 
Bigelow practically made the National 
association and the wool schedule of the 
tariff act of 1867, and the great mills 
which these men represented—the Pa- 
cific mills and the Bigelow Carpet Com- 
pany, together with ‘the Lowell Carpet 
Company, the Assabet Manufacturing 
Company, the Wanskuck, the Worumbo, 
the Broad Brook and others—are no 
longer members of the association. 

Is this, as Secretary North says, a mere 
change of the views of these individual 
manufacturers? We should rather say 
that the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers and its political allies, the 
wool growers, have pushed the principle 
of an exclusive tariff far beyond the 
dreams of Hamilton, Clay or any of the 
vigorous manufacturers and industrial 
producers of the time of Bigelow and 
Edmands. Reasonable protection,slaugh- 
tered in the house of its friends, has been 
replaced by the monopolies of the Mc- 


Kinley act. 
These managers are not less devoted 
to the interest of the mills referred to 


than their predecessors were, but they 
have recognized the change of circum- | 
stances and the change of policy which is 
often necessary, even if the same object, 
the prosperity of the business, is aimed 
at. The managers of these mills have 
not retained the machinery of 25 or 50 
years ago, but as a necessary element of 
success have adopted new machines and 
methods, The withdrawal of these mills 
is well worth noting by the secretary, 
The National association, or rather the 
Manufacturers’ Club of Philadelphia, 
which of late has taken charge of the | 
wool schedule, yielded to the imperious 


demands of the wool growers and, sacri- | 
ficing on the way, the interests of the | 
wool carpet trade, rushed to such a bar- 


gain asit could make, an easy one, as it | 
appeared, because the wool growers, if 
they could exclude foreign wool, cared 
little for the 65,000,000 of people the cost 
of whose c lothing, carpets and blankets | 
they had left to the tender mercies of the 
wool mannfacturers, 
The United States does not raise wool | 
enough to clothe the people, and as it 
cannot do so on reasonable terms, this | * 
compromise meant that the people must

clothing and carpets made in even larger 
proportion of rags and cattle hair and 
cotton, } 
In the light of the last election it seems 
to us that the general interest of the | 
wool manufacturers required in 1888 and | 
1800 adifferent policy from that adopted 
by the National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers, We say expressly gen- 
eral interest because the benefits and in- 
juries of the bill fell by no means equally, 
The secretary refers, complacently, to 
the educating influence of the discussion 
and agitation of the tariff question, It is 
clear that there has been an education of 
the people, and they will certainly see 
now that free wool is in the interest of 
the whole people, while bargains for 
privation and exclusion are simply in the

in its favor are overwhelming. 

In 1888 the mass of the woolen manu- 
factures arrayed themselves in hostility 
to free wool, because in part they feared 
free goods from the revengeful wrath of 
the wool growers, and in part because 
they hoped that a Republican Congress, 
elected by their help, would give them 
all they asked for, and the gift was fatal. 

The wool crowers, really few in num- 
ber, on Ww hom they relied, have proyed 
of no avail against the voice of the peo- 
ple, ‘educated’? by the mere beginning 
of the tariff discussion. 

It is for the interest of more than 60,- 
000,000 of the people of this country that 
wool should be free. The cost and the 
veal value of their clothing depends up- 
onit. Itis wiser not to array one’s self 
in opposition to such an overwhelming 
interest. Free wool is not only sure to 
come, but itis the surest and only per- 
manent foundation for the prosperity of 
the wool manufacturer, Every manu- 
facturer knows it. and would have said 
so if he had dared to. It is safe for him 
now to express.the courage of his convic- 
tion; itis a matter of business, let him 
tuke it out of politics. When a few wool 
growers and two manufacturers con- 
trolled the situation in 1866, Mr. Ed- 
munds did not err in his decision, but 
those who knew him may feel sure that 
he would not have disregarded the 
change in the situation when free wool 
had become an element of business that 
could be gained, having already become 
a fundamental principal of one of the 
great political parties,

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the City of Newton do 
hereby publish the Rules and Regulations of the 
State Cattle Commissioners as adopted and pro- 
mulgated by them to this Board under date of Jan, 
$, isol, Per order—WmM, 8. Frenen, Clerk, 


Rule 1, Whoever has knowledge of, or has good 
on to suspect the existence of a contagious 
dis among any species of domestic animals in 
this State, whether such knowledge or suspicion 
is obtained by personal examination or otherwise, 
shall forthwith give notice thereof to the board 
of health of the city or of the town where such 
diseased or suspected animals are kept. 

Rule. 2. The board of health of acity or of a town, 
having sived notice of a suspected case of con- 
tagious disease among any of the domestic animals 
in their ci or town, shal forth with make an exam- 
ination thereof personally, or by a competent per- 
son appointed by them for that purpose, and, if 
satisfied there are good reasons for believing that 
the contagion is present, shall cause the suspected 
animals to be securely held by the owners or other 
zeliable persons and shall immediately inform the 
Cattle Commissioners, 

Rule 3. An order, written or verbal, to securely 
hold such suspected animals in isolation shall be 
binding, whether given by a member of the board 
of health of the city or town, an authorized agent 
of such board, or by asingle member of the Cattle 
Commission. 

Rule 4, Persons having the care or custody of 
suspected animals, whether such animals are their 
own property or otherwise, and having received an 
order for their isolation, shall neither sell, swap, 
trade, give or in any way dispose of such animals, 
nor drive or work or move or allow them to be 
moved away from the place of isolation, nor allow 
other animals not already exposed to come in con- 
tact with them, till permitted so to do by the 
Cattle Commissioners, 

- Rabies or Hydrophobia, The Cattle Commis- 
sioners, do hereby make and publish the follow- 
ing order, viz: Rules 1, 2, 3 and 4 in the 
circular shall inelude dogs and boards of

Ss, and the same course for the sup- 
pression of s for the suppression of other, 
contagions disea among domestic animals, and 
shall cause all suspected dogs to be at once quar- 
antined or securely held in restraint till destroyed 
or released b) r of the Cattle Commissioners, 

Rule in cases of suspected contagious 
pleuro pneumonia among cattle, or swine-plague 
or cholera among swine, the entire herd must be 
secured against communication with other animals 
of the same species that lave not been exposed to 


{ the suspected animals, and owners of other herds 


which may have been exposed and afterwards 
moved should be immediately notified and warned 
of the existing danger. 

Rule 6, Horses or mules suspected of having 
the disease known as glanders or farey may only 





remain inthe custody of their owners, and in the 
stalls or on$ the premises previously occupied by 
them, when in the judgment of boards of health 
such owners can be relicd on with confidence, and 
when such stalls or premises are deemed suitable 
places for holding such diseased or suspected ani- 
nis tilltaken in charge by the Cattle Commis- 
sioners, 

Rule 7, In accordance with the spirit and in- 
tent of the foregoing, in all cases of suspected 
tuberculosis among cattle coming to your notice, 
you will hereafter instruct owners to cause the 
separation of their suspected anime rom the re- 
mainder of the herd, and cause their isolation, and 
allow the unsuspected animals to be managed in 
all respects as if no disease had been present,

He 
Was three times married and now leaves a 
widow and two children, Capt. Martin 
wasaman of high moral character, and 
one who will be greatly missed by those 
who knew him best.

It is, therefore, not till Sept. 19, 1755, 
that, turning again to the columns of the 
Boston Gazette, we read, in the midst of 
lamentations over the defeat of General 


Braddock and following a long list of the | 
killed, scalped and wounded provincials, | 
the following brief communication: |

“Yesterday were executed on Cam- 
bridge Common, pursuant to their sen- 
tence, Mark and Phyllis, negro servants 
of Capt. John Russell of Charlestown, 
for poisoning their said master, They 
were both drawn to the place of execu- 


| tion, attended by the greatest number of 
\ spectators ever known on such an occa- 


sion, where the former was hanged by 


) the neck tillhe was dead, and the latter 
| was burned at the stake. 


It is appalling to consider that this ex- 


| ecution occurred so late in the eighteenth 


century, when Benjamin Franklin was a 
man of middle age, and George Washing- 
ton had attained his majority. Our 
great grandfathers so far relented that 
the executioner fastened a cord about the 
neck of the woman, pulled it tightly the 
moment the torch was applied, and con- 
tinued to strain till life was extinct—"'so 
that she did not suffer much from the 
intensity of the flames.” 

Mark’s body was hung ona gibbet in 
Charlestown after the execution, and 
swung many a year,in wind and weather, 
till the place became a landmark for the 
traveller. Twenty years later, Paul Re- 
vere passed the place on his way to Cam- 
bridge,and in his account of that famous 
ride notes, “the place where Mark’s body 
was hung in chains.’’—From ‘tA Story of 
Old Charlestown,” by John Codman,2nd, 
in New England Magazine for February.

A Wool and Snow Dietary. 

A seasonable yarn comes from Beaver 
Falls, Pa. Farmer George Wilson, who

Paper Horseshoes, 

It seems not unlikely that a change is 
imminent in the method of shoeing 
horses for military work. The German 
papers are devoting a great deal of at- 
tention to the discussion which is now 
going on in the military world as to the 
advisability of substituting compressed 
paper for iron in horseshoes for the 
German cavalry and artillery. After 
many experiments under all manner of 
conditions it has been found that the 
shoe which appears to be most worthy of 
adoption is made up of sheets of parch- 
ment paper cemented together witha 
special cement composed of turpentine, 
Spanish white, lac and boiled linseed 
oil, The separate pieces are stamped 
out, cemented and pressed together in a 
hydraulic press. When dry the shoe 
thus formed is rasped into the exact 
form and size required.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 





| A Sleigh That Carted Silver, 

Dave Crosby has purchased the old 
sleigh of the Bonanza company.

IDENTITY OF THE “FORTY-NINER”™’ BURIED 
AT FAIRBURY, NEB., DISCOVERED. 


slow, who was among the unfortunates 
who succumbed to the hardships of the 
| journey over the plains on the way to Cali- 
| fornia in the days of the gold fever has 
been revealed through a crude memorial in 
the shape of a rough red sandstone monu- 
ment near Fairbury, Neb., recently brought 
to notice inthe East by Rev. S. Goldsmith 
of Fairbury, who wrote to Postmaster Mor 
gan of Newton describing the rough shaft 
and its inscription which read: 





GEORGE WINSLOW, 
NEWYPON, MASS., 
Aped 25 years, 


The monument was located near the “cut 
off” in an isolated spot leading to the Cali- 
fornia trail, and the reyerend gentleman 
concluded that it marked the grave of 
ope of the ‘Forty-niners.” His object in 
writing to Postmaster Morgan was in the 
hopejof acquainting the relatives with the 
burial place of the deceased. The story 


found its way_into the Boston papers and | 


on Tuesday, George E. Winslow, superin- 
tendent of the Waltham water works, 
called upon Postmaster Morgan and asked 
| to see the letter written by Rev. Mr. 
smith. He said that he had read the ac- 
count and that there could be no doubt that 
the crude shaft marked the spot of his 
| father’s last resting place. 
“My father,’’ said Mr. Winslow, “started 
| from his home in Newton Upper Falls for 
| California in Mareh, 1349. He died the fol- 
| lowing June very suddenly and was buried 
by his comrades, exactly where his rela- 
tives never knew, until the facts regarding 
| the Nebraska monument was published 
We supposed that his remains were in- 
terred somewhere between St. Joseph, Mo.w 
and Fort Laramie, and it seems almost 
providential that the knowledge of his last 
resting place should come to us after so 
many years.”” 
_Mr. Winslow stated that his father’s rela- 
tives were scattered through the Newtons 
Waltham and vicinity. One of the broth- 
ers of the deceased, Samuel Winslow, was 
for many years mayor of Worcester His

HOW HIS BOYHOOD IN NEWTON WAS 
PASSED. 
His first teachers are thus described 


by Dr. James Freeman Clarke in his pos- 
thomonus memoirs, the 
March Atlantic: 

Until I was ten years old, I 
most of my tuition from my grandfather 
Freeman, After breakfast each morn- 
ing, he taught my elder brother and sis- 
ter and me Latin, Greek and m athemat- 
ics. I did nut know at the time whata 
wonderful teacher he was He antici- 
pated, sixty years ago, the best methods 
of modern instruction. Iu the first 
place, he made our studies interesting 
tous, Next, he removed all unnecessary 
difticnities, and required us to learn only 
what was essential. The Latin grammar 
which we studied was but twenty or 
thirty pages in length. It was called 
Latin Accidence, and contained the parts 
of speech, the declensions and conjuga- 
tious, and a few of the principal rules of 
Syntax. The larger grammar was not to 
be committed to memory, but to be used 
like a dictionary, for consultation, The 
more important Latin words we learned

by heart from a vocabulary, and the 
more important Greek words from a 
small book cajiled Greek Primitives, 


Thus provided, we began immediately to 
translate some interesting story in Nepos 


vr Ovid. He kept up our interest by 
talking to us about it, explaining the 
difficult passages, and, when it was in 


verse, repeating it so as to bring out the 
rhythm and melody. When we came to 
a word we did not understand, he would 
tell us the meaning, but required us to 
repeat it again and again till be was sure 
we remembered it. ‘To those who 
thought that this method made study 
too easy, and that it did not discipline 
the mind, he answered: ‘‘The study of 
a foreign language cau never be made too 
There are always difficulties 
enough init. But what mental discipline 
is there in turning over the pages of a 
dictionary? I tell these children the 
meaning of the word, just as the diction- 
| ary dues, but lsave them the time lost 
} in the merely manual operation of turn- 
|} ing over the leaves. Real discipline 
| comes to the mind when it acts, not 
| languidly, but with its full energy, and 
it acts with energy only when itis inter- 
ested in what it does. Therefore, as 
soouas lam unable to keep up their in- 
terest in what they do, I turn their at- 
tention to something else, or send them 
out to play.’’ The excellence of this 
method may be seen from the fact that 
before I was ten yearsold [ had read a 
good deal of Ovid, some Odes of Horace, 
a little of Virgil, the Gospel of Matthew 
} in Greek, and had gone us faras cubic 
equations in algebra. 

[also had read through a history of 
the United States, Hume’s England, Rob- 
@tson’s Scotland, Ferguson’s and Gib 
von’s Rome. 1 cau repeat to day, after 
sixty years, many passages of Ovid, and 
at least three Odes of Horace, which I 
committed to memory betore I was ten. 
Nor was I aware that I was doing a gieat 
deal, for the study was madewlmost as 
entertaining as play. Problems in arith- 
metic and algebra were treated as a kind 


of game. Such studies left plenty of 
time for outdoor exercise. With my 


brothers and cousins I learned te ride oa 
horseback, with and without % saddle, to 
swim, to skate, to make bows and arrows 
anc slipgs, and shout with them, and to 
all the other athletic sports 
which boys love. We went to find dis- 
tint ponds and rivers which to catch 
peich and pickerel, aud we eveu rediscov- 
ered the speckled trout in some brooks 
whence they bad been thougnt to have 
disappeared long before. What happy

asked about the advances that were 
currently reported to have been made, 
and received these facts in reply: 

On the particular purchase the advance 
was about 11 per cent., but that was on 
a piece of goods not of late importation, 
It happened that in the new stock was a 
piece just likeit and the firm had marked 
up the old to correspond, though it was 
their practic: generally to sell the goods 
imported under the old duty at the old 
figures, On the distinctly new goods, 
of course, the rate of increase was not 
uniform, On some sold for 75 cents per 
yard under the old_ tariff, there has been 
an advance to $1. Goods sold formerly 
for $1 now sell for $1.25, and those sold 
for $2 per yard are now put on the 
counters at $2.50. This, said my infor- 
mant, was a fair average of the advance 
in prices, 

On American goods the rate has not 
been advanced yet, for the supposed 
reason that the American manufacturers 
wish to get the trade now held by the 
foreigu makers, But there are many 
grades of dress goods that are not made 
in this country at all, and where the new 
duty is of no advantage to any one here, 
except as it drives people from the use 
of goods that they want to use to those 
that they would not take if it were not 
for the higher price of the goods of their 
choice. After the American mannfac- 
turers get the trade, according to the 
theory of my informant, they will put 
up the price of their product so that 
there will not be any gain to the customer 
in price, with the loss of not being able 
to get the goods that are preferred. 

It is said that the prices of goods were 
not advanced directly after the passage 
of the McKinley bill because the stocks 
then on hand were brought in under the 
old rate, and there is so much competi- 
tion that none of the merchants felt sate 
in asking as much as it would cost to 
replace the goods for fear his neighbor 
would undersell him. But now the old 
stocks are gone and all have to pay the 
higher duty; there is no help for it. 
They must all put up their prices materi- 
ally and their customers must foot the 
bills. The McKinley act, and nothing 
else, says my informant, is the cause of 
the rise. 











The Reciprocity Treaty. 

It will be well for those who are ex- 
pecting great things from our new resip- 
rocity with Brazil, to remember that 
Brazil does not, apparently, propose to 
discriminate in our favor against France 


the country a general advance, corre- 
sponding roughly to the advance iu the 
tariff rates, 

Kutat this point the program broke 
down. The people declined to pay the 
higher prices. They rejected the whole 
scheme, and rising tn their wrath, they 
swept from power the politicians who 
had fastened the obnoxious law on the 
statute-books, They then turned to the 
merchants, and with equal determination 
warned them that they would not pay 
higher prices. Admonished by the dis- 
aster which had engulfed the politicians, 


| the merchants considered the situation 


very soberly, The universal complaint 


| came up that customers would not pay 


the new prices. If buyers could not get 
the goods at one place at the old rates, 
they would seek other channels, and the 
wholesale trade found that to insist up- 
on the new scale meant the taking of big 
risks with their custom rs, 

At this point, three conservative ele- 
ments came into play. Rather than turn 
away a good customer, the merchant 
consented, first, to waive his usual profit; 
second, he put his wits to work to devise 
a substitute for goods heretofore sold at 
certain rates that would satisfy the con- 
sumer without being vf quite equal 
value; third, he practised economies of 
various sorts in the production and cost 
of the merchandise to him, To take 
such an example as embroidery; the 
eftect of the new tariff has been to bring 
Into the market several novelties that 
give the effect of value without an actual 
expenditure of cost in the manufacture, 
So in imported hosiery, we still have 
what is known in the trade as the ‘25 
cent stocking,’”’ but in quality and work- 
tala NY it is slightly inferior. It has 
been adroitly cheapened, The customer 
gets the article at the old price, but it is 
hot as good, and no advertising lies can 
make it as yood, 

Ot course, in many articles there is no 
pretence that prices are the same, for 
the same quality, as before the new tariff 
went into effect. With regard to other 
articles, there is no pretence that the 
new goods which will come into the 
market later on in the year, will be held 
at the same prices as before. With re- 
gard to articles that have not been 
materially affected by the tariff, as, for 
instance, silks and cottons, the keen 
competition of trade has made it impos- 
sible for avaricious merchants longer to 
fool the public, so that prices, after an 
artificial increase, have fallen to their 
normal and proper level again, 

All these features have been carefully 
analyzed, and many of them have been 
predicted, by this paper. Some months 
ago We laid special stress on the risk a 
merchant ran by marking up goods 
which were bought before the new tariff, 
or which were not affected by it. Our 
advice in this matter has been amply 
verified by the facts, We also indicated 
how manufacturers would — skilfully 
cheapen their goods so as seemingly uot 
to increase prices, This has been done 
in very many cases. We also have main- 
tained that on very many articles the 
prices would necessarily be increased by 
the tariff. This also has occurred, and 
itis utter nonseuse for the partisan press 
to deny it.—Dry Goods Economist.

and England, from which countries 62 
per cent, of her imports are received, The 
McKinley tariff is a trumpet-tongued 
proclamation to all the world that we 
cannot compete with France and Eng- 
land in our own markets and at our own 
doors even with the protection afforded us 
by freight and insurance. How, then,are 
we to compete with them in the Brazil- 
ian markets, which are just as hard for 
us to reach as for them? European man- 
ufacturers hold all these markets against 
us by virtue of superior cheapness, or 
under the most-tavored nation clause of 
treaties. Consequently, the agreement 
of the Brazilians to open their ports will 
not do us much good unless it is accom- 


panied by an agreement to keep them 
closed against European countries, As 
regards France and Germany, the most- 
favored-nation clause may not trouble 
Brazil, inasmuch as the rule of interpre- 
tation is that when concessions are made 
on conditions to one nation, they can 
only be claimed by others on the same 
conditions—that is, France and Ger- 
many could not claim a share in our re- 
ciprocity without making the changes ia 
their tariff we make in ours, But this 
rule does not apply to Great Britain, 
which now supplies Brazil with 45 per 
cent. of her foreizu imports, because 
Great Britain is a free-trade country,and 
levies no duty on Brazilian products ex- 
cept a trifling one on coffee, Here are 
some of the principal articles of British 
exportation to Brazil: Wrought and un- 
wrought iron, woollen manufactures, 
coal, and machinery. Now, as we are 
confessedly, notoriously, and totally, 
according to our high-tariff friends, un- 
able to compete with Great Britain in 
these articles here in New York, how | 
are we to compete with them in Rio 
Janeiro, even if our Government like 
our New York Jones “pays the freight’’? | 
If Mr, Blaine will write a letter clearing 
up this difficulty, he will cover himself

bor as thy self. All through the history 
of the world have been found the would- 
be Christian leaders who have been all 
the time disputing as to which were the 
great and which the littke command- 
ments. By placing a certain value upon 
each command they thought themselves 
able to reckon mathematically their 
spiritual state. They added together 
the sum of those they had kept, sub- 
tracting therefrom those commands 
broken and the result would show their 
spiritual condition. But it was impossi- 
ble to mathematically demonstrate spirit- 
ual living, as Christ showed in his teach- 
ing. 

Love as used by Christ was a peculiar 
word. No idea before‘ him hud been 
broad enough to meet his definition. He 
put into the idea of love the spirit of dis- 
interestedness and unselfishness, which 
means the highest exercise of the human 
soul, The word neighbor also received 
a broader definition in the teaching of 
Christ than ever before. It means, “the 
close one,’’ or one close to you, that is, 
“the life into which you have the ability 
to put the hooks of your personal influ- 
ence.’ When your life touches another 
life, the close one, to love this one as 
yourself, not better or less. Whatever 
life jostles your own is ‘‘the close one”’ 
to you. ‘There is no separation between 
the spiritual and the practical life. 

There is the principle of reciprocity. 
Aristotle taught that man could be inde- 
pendent. Christ taught that no man could 
be independent, The secret of life is in 
becomingintimate with men. The fel- 
lowship of our fellow men is the key 
which will unlock and find for us our life 
goal. We talk of bending over and 
stooping down to those below us on the 
social ladder, but we should remember 
that we are to receive something from 
them, and in this fact lies the principle 
of reciprocity. A christian manufactury 
er took a christian interest in bis em- 
ployes, attended to the ventilation of bis 
factory, fitted a hall for recreation, a 
grove upov the premises with seats, etc.; 
in short he looked upon them not as 300 
hands but as 300 men 
God-given souls, and he found that at 
the end of the year his protits had been 
greater than before. The reason was 
tbat this principle of reciprocity was 
aroused, and unconsciously almost, the 
employes did better service, the factory 
turned out better goods and all the re- 
sults were larger and better than before. 
There should be reciprocity in the home. 
Do you ladies expect your servants to be 





alive and keen to your interests? Are 
you alive and keen to their interests? 
A second principle is relief. The 


highwaymen says, your money or your 
life. Christ says, your money and your 
hfe. Your money is needed, but with it 
give yourself. We need Cobristian men 
as political leaders aud editors of our 
newspapers, You give money to relieve 
the suffering, and are too busy to do 
more. When the greatest commenda- 
tion of a man is that he is a busy busi- 
ness man, I tremble for him. If you are 
following Christ you have no warrant to 
let anything absorb all your attention. 
If you do you are losing some of the 
greatest privileges of your life, 

A third principle is personal righteous- 
ness, in a kindling of life with life. 

A fourth and the most important prin- 
ciple is redemption, which is the true 
end of all christian work and the legiti- 
mate result of the contact of christian 
lives with the world, Unless we are 
able to redeem the close one, we fail in 
our love to our fellowmen,

A SATISFACTORY SOLUTION. 


The Cottage Hospital Trustees have 
found a peaceful way of solving the un- 
fortunate perplexity that confronted 
them a few weeks since, and the result 
is that the constitution will be amended 
and the medical board abolished. This 
is done with the approval of the physi- 
cians so that tiere is no friction between 
the two. The medical board was very 
useful in the spring days of the hospital, 
and its {service was of great importance 
in petting things into running order. 
But after the system was once established 
the presence of both the executive com- 
mittee and the medical board made 
rather a complex system of government, 
and the consolidation of the two will be 
an advantage. 

As the Newton Hospital is almost the 


| first of the Cottage Hospitals established 
| in this country,its course has beenwatched 


with a great deal of interest by cities in all 
parts of the country and any ‘misfortune 
that happened to it would have a very 
discouraging effect on theestablishment 
For this 
reason it is a matter of congratulation 
that such a peaceful solution has been 
made of the trouble, and that everything 
is to be so satisfactorily arranged. 

The medical service at the Hospital 
has not been interrupted in the slightest 
and the city physicians have continued 
their generous labors with the same 
faithfulness and interest that they have 
shown since the hospital was established. 
It is said that the Newton Hospital is the 
first instance where the two schools of 
medical practice have been brought into 
harmonious relations with, each other and 
have worked together without the slight- 
est friction arising between the men of 
Opposite medical faith. So successful 
has the experiment been that it has been 
followed in many other Cottage Hos- 
pitals.

His request was not granted and 
the report of the interview going abroad | 
he was dubbed a crank, and was actually 
held up in the newspapers asa crazy man, 
and he was so insulted and harassed that 
only his intense devotion to duty kept him 
in the service. | 
His courage was sublime and never fal- | 
tered. Entangled in the marshes of the | 
swamps about Vicksburg, beaten back in 


ments and the enemy and disease, yet in 
spite of all his faith never wavered his 
courage never faltered, and the light of his 
grey eye and lis cheerful words in the 
midst of danger remain indelibly in the 
minds of thousands who to-day wear the 
badge of the Grand Army. 

He had no ambition except to do his duty 
inhis place. The allurements of political 
life had no charms forhim, He knew his 
limitations and no flattery could move him. 
Entreated to accept a nomination for the 
Presidency, he replied “Lam nota eandi- 
date. I wouldn’t run if nominated, and I 
would not serve if elected.” 

His fame is not local, for the whole coun- 
try honors his deeds and reveres his mem- 
ory. At Bull Run, in far West Missouri, 
at Shiloh, at Yazoo Pass and Vicksburg, at 
ean kt and Knoxville, at Atlanta and 
Kenesaw Mountain, on the famous march 
to the sea, and the Christmas present of 
the City of Savannah, in the final man- 
euvres of the great armies, and in the mag- 
nanimous terms offered Johnston, his 
soldierly judgment never failed him, his 
faith never faltered, “I may not live to see 
it” he said, ‘but right will win.”’ Back- 
ward and forward from the gulf to the 
great lakes, from the Rocky Mountains to 
the Atlantic, to-day reverberates the tramp 
es his battalions, a requiem for the fallen 
ero. 

It is fitting that his last resting place 
should be on the banks of the great stream 
he fought so well to redeem. No Inightier 
warrior has ever sailed on her broad bosom. 
‘The heroic struggles of his army at Yazoo 
Pass will ever be memorable in history. 
The thunder of his guns at Vicksburg still 
mingles with the memories of her tide, and 
as that current sweeps on in resistless flow 
to the ocean, so the coming generations of 
menas time forces them onward will re- 
member with veneration and love the name 
of their pure patriot, this peerless soldier, 
this noble man. 

At the conclusion of the memorial ad- 
dress, Past Commander S. S, Whitney 
presonted to the post two beautiful | 
memorial volumes. He spoke substan- 
tially as follows: 

The memorial volumes here displayed 
presented by our worthy patriotic citi- 
zens are designed to keep the efforts of 
the individual members of this post to 
save the country in its hour of peril and 
to leave to future generations a record 
upon which they can look back witha 
just pride. After alluding to the noble 
work of the soldiers and sailors in de- 
fence of the union,the speaker concluded 
his address in these words: Time has | 
not dimmed the lustre of the record of 
the men who were the nation’s preservers. 
The world and the future might have 
been as prosperous, but the hands of the 
dial would have gone back in our land 
and the present would have been the far 
off future had loyal men failed to do their 
whole duty, To the men of the grand 
army, to the soldiers who preserved un- 
tarnished the emblem of our nationality 
be the glory; be yours the undying fame; 
and surging down the centuries for all 
time the prayer and blessings of the gen- 
erations of the future as of the present 
will be offered for those whose valor and 
sacrifice not only preserved this land but 
declared that the goverument of the peo- 
ple, forthe people and by the people 
should not perish from the earth. 

Commander Sweetland accepted the 
volumes in behalf of the post expressing 
its appreciation of the generous gift of 
honored citizens of Newton. The post, 
he said, had received many gifts, but 
none that would be more highly appre- 
ciated. The donors of these books have 
made it possible for us to make a com- 
plete army history of the members of 
Charles Ward vost, a record that will be 
handed down to generatious yet unborn, 

The volumes are gems of the engrav- | 
er’s art, many of the desigussymbolizi g 
army scenes, one representing the frieze | 
the War Department Building, Washing- 
ton, The books cost $200 and are ele- 
gantly bound iv morocco with elaborate 
gilt lettering, the names of the donors 
appearing upon the covers.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the City of Newton do 
hereby publish the Rules and Regulations of the 
State Cattle Commissioners as adopted and pro- 
mulgated by them to this Board under date of Jan, 
3, 1891, Per order—Wm., 8. FRENCH, Clerk, 


Rule 1. Whcever has knowledge of, or has good 
reason to suspect the existence of a contagious 
disease among any species of domestic animals in 
this State, whether such knowledge or suspicion 
is obtained by personal examination or otherwise 
shall forthwith give notice thereof to the board 
of health of the city or of the town where such 
diseased or suspected animals are kept, 

Rule. 2, The board of health of acity or of a town, 
having received notice of a suspected case of con- 
tagious disease among any of the domestic animals 
in their city or town,shal forth with make an exam- 
ination thereof personally, or by a competent per- 
son appointed by them for ,that purpose, and, if 
satistied there are good reasons for believing that 
the contagion is present, shall cause the suspected 
animals to be securely held by the owners or other 
reliable persons and shall immediately inform the 
Cattle Commissioners, 

Rule 3. An order, written or verbal, to securely 
hold such suspected animals in isolation shall be 
binding, whether given by a member of the board 
of health of the city or town, an authorized agent 
of such board, or by asingle member of the Cattle 
Commission, 

Rule 4. Persons having the care or custody of 
suspected animals, whether such animals are their 
own property or otherwise, and having received an 
order for their isolation, shall neither sell, swap, 
trade, give or in any way dispose of such animals, 
nor drive or work or move or allow them to be 
moved away from the place of isolation, nor allow 
other animals not already exposed to come in con- 
tact with them, till permitted so to do by the 
Cattle Commissioners, 

Rabies or Hydrophobia, The Cattle Commis- 
sioners, do hereby make and publish the follow- 
ing order, viz: Rules 1, 2, 3 and 4 in the 
circular shall include dogs and boards of 
health shall observe and publish said 
rules, and take the same course for the sup- 
pression of rabies as for the suppression of other 
contagions diseases among domestic animals, and 
sball cause all suspected dogs to be at_once quar- 
antined or securely held in restraint till destroyed 
or released by order of the Cattle Commissioners, 

Rule 5. in cases of suspected contagious 
pleuro pneumonia among cattle, or swine-plague 
or cholera among swine, the entire herd must be 
secured against communication with other animals 
of the same species that have not been exposed to 
the sispected animals, and owners of other herds 
which may have been exposed and afterwards 
moved should be immediately notified and warned 
of the existing danger. 

Rule 6, Horses or mules suspected of having 
the disease known as glanders or farecy may only 
remain inthe custody of their owners, and in the 
stalls or on§ the premises previously occupied b 
them, when in the judgment of boards of health 
such owners can be relied on with confidence, and 
when such stalls or premises are deemed suitable 
places for holding such diseased or suspected ani- 
mals till taken in charge by the Cattle Commis- 
sioners, 

Rule 7, In accordance with the spirit and in- 
tent of the foregoing, in all cases of suspected 
tuberculosis amo cattle coming to your notice, 
you will hereafter instruct owners to cause the 
separation of their suspected animals from the re- 
mainder ot the herd, and cause their isolation, and 
allow the unsuspected animals to be managed in 
all respects as if no disease had been present, 

Penalties, The statutes provide that any person 
who fails to comply with a regulation made or 
order given by the Cattle Commissioners, or boards 
of health in the discharge of their duty, is punish-

' or by imnritomment not exceeding one year; and

HOW JOE CAME BACK. 

There was a great deal in the little 
town of H—to distinguish it from other 
small country towns. It was 10 miles 
from any railroad, and most of its busi- 
ness was farming.

Indians Swindled by Attorneys. 
Hiram Price in the February Forum, 
The government is supposed to be the 
guardian of the Indians, and as such is 


| clearly under obligation to guard their 
| interests and te protect them in their 


rights. But under Section 2,108 of the 
revised statutes the practice has been 
followed for years of approving contracts 
by which outside parties have taken 
from the Indians hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, During the four years end- 
ing October 10, 1883, agreements were 
entered into between Indians and differ- 
ent attorneys, and were approved by the 
government, by which these attorneys 
were to receive from the Indians $755,- 
221.28 for collecting from the government 
money said to be due to the Indians. 
Now, it is very certain thatif money is due 
to any tribe of Indians, that fact can be 
ascertained by some officer of the govern- 
mept who has access to al the accounts 
and to all the treaties and laws made in 
pursuance thereof, as readily as by any 
other person; and it is certainly the duty 
of the government to see that the In- 
dians receive, free of cost, what is justly 
due to them and that no unjust claim is 
paid. The report of 1888, which con- 
demned this practice, recommended at 
the same time that provision should be 
made by law for the appointment of a 
competent person to attend to all cases 
ot this kind. This would save hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to the Indians, 
and would do no wrong to any one; but 
for some unexplained reason, this recom- 
mendation has failed to receive favorable 
consideration, and this feature of the 
business will probably trail along in the 
old ruts until we learn that age does not 
sanctify error.

LEGISLATORS AROUT THE NEED 
OF ANNEXATION, 


There wasa great crowd assembled at 
the hearing before the committee on towns, 
Wednesday morning, in Room 7 of the 
State House, under the cupola, a room 
about 7 by 9, which was not able to accom- 
modate more than half those who wanted 
| togetin. Among those present were the 
Watertown High scholars. The 
hearing was set for 10 o'clock but it was 11 
before it began, and it continued until 
nearly 1.30. 

Mr. Dunne was recalled to the stand and 
Attorney Goodrich subjected him to further 
cross examination, which continued at such 
length that the chairman of the committee 
suggested that the hearing would never get 
through this year, unless some change was 


school 


| made, 


In regard to schools Mr. Dunne stated 
that Newton had built the Eliot school, a 
handsome building, within 500 feet of the 
territorial boundary, and if the district 
Was unnexed, the city would probab'y 
build a schoolin the district. The residents 
many of them sent their children to Miss 
Spear’s private school, in Newton, as it 
was an excellent school and cheaper than 
the public schools, Watertown only main- 
tains a primary school in the district. 

He did not think Galen street compared 
favorably as to sidewalks with the con- 
tinuation of the streetin Newton. It took 
longer to reach the district from Boston by 


the Fitchburg than by the Boston & Al- 
bany. 

He exhibited a map of the territory, 
showing the land belonging to the petition- 
ers, to the remonstrants and to the neutrals. 
The first included most of the valuable 
land in the district. In reply to Mr. Good- 
rich, he admitted that some of it belonged 
to non-residents, but also pointed out that 
about half the land belonging to remonstr- 
ants, belonged to Mrs. Morse, a lady living 
in Boston. 

He also pointed out how the boundary 
line cut through nearly every estate, while 
the river would be a natural boundary. 
Mr. Goodrich asked if that was not the 
usual thing, when an arbitrary boundary 
line was taken. Mr, Dunne said he did not 
know. 

Mr. Goodrich here put in a defense of 
the maps presented by him to the com- 
mittee, and showed proofs of a map issued 
by Walker, and said he should introduce 
Mr. Walker as « witness. 

Mr. Elder asked if he would not also call 
the engineer who drew the map Mr. Good- 
rich submitted to the committee at the 
previous hearing. Mr. Goodrich said he 
would not. 

Then ensued a repetition of the last 
hearing, Mr. Goodrich asking questions 
about the proportion of people in Newton 
and Watertown doing business in Boston, 
at some length. 

Mr. Goodrich asked if the people of 
Lower Falls did not have to go over the 
river to Wellesley to take the cars. 

Mr. Dunne thought perhaps some of 
them took the cars at Pine Grove Station, 
which was on the Lower Falls side. 

Mr. Dunne said that the engineer who 
drew up the map for the remonstrants 
testified that Mr. Goodrich told him to 
leave out the Arsenal grounds and Mt. 
Auburn, and said this made the seale

Mr. Dunne then explained his declina- 
tion to serve another term on the town 
} committee of Watertown, on account of 
} the marked slight put upon him at town 
meeting. 

Mr. Elder. How many acres are owned 
by the petitioners? Mr. Dunne, 54 and the 
remonstrants own about 26 acres. 

Mr. Dunne then submitted figures show- 
| ing the stagnation of property in the dis- 
trict, most of the recorded increase being 
due to the building of an electric light plant 
by the Newton & Watertown Gas Company, 
and none of it being on real estate. 

Col. W. D. Tripp was then called and 
| stated that he was the steward of the 
Westboro Insane Hospital, had lived in 
| the district from 1880 to 1888. He gaye his 
experiences with the building on the flat- 
iron tract of land, which created so much 
| excitement at the time, and which de- 
preciated the value of his estate and of all 
| the surrounding property. They offered 
| Mr. Gleason an advance of $500 over what 
he paid for the lot, but he refused and the 
old building was ‘moved there and an ex 
| tension added for four or five families. 
| Watertown encouraged this action. The 
pabseeament on my property was reduced 

$700 in consequence of this building. The 

| feeling between the two sides of the river 
was very hostile.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE

Your Committee were directed to ‘In- 
quire into and report upon the exped - 
iency of establishing in Newton a Colle 
giate Training School for boys and girls 
as pat of the public school system of 
the city.

If the principle of protection to 
Home Industries is to be applied to every 
possible development, even to the extent 
of imposing a tax upon the entire com- 
munity for the sake of such as are yet 
unborn, why not assist in the perfec- 
tion of the important experiments in 


electricity by which a considerable and 
constantly increasing army of workers is 
finding employment, by placing a prv- 
hibitory tax upon the light of the moon, 
and forcing the substitution of electric 
lighting, the profits of which are serious- 
ly impaired by the monthly appearance 
of this too forward foreign competition. 

Indeed why should not the extension 
of this principle be carried to its reduc- 
tio ad absurdam’ by fencing out the 
light of the sun in large communities for 
the sake of its popular substitute, Think 
of the multitude of workmen who could 
thus find employment, to say nothing of 
the improved market for domestic lum- 
bor, and the increase of the fortunes of 
the lumber men, machinists and electri- 
cans. 


Is Commerce Industrial War? 


It is strange that such well known men 
as Senators Evarts and McKinley should 
towards the close of the nineteenth cen- 
tury believe that commerce is industrial 
war. Had they lived in the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, when buccaneering ex- 
peditions under Drake and Cavendish de- 
vastated the coasts of foreign countries 
in order to get booty we might under- 
stand them, 

My friend Senator Evarts is a man of 
high intelligence and culture, yet he act- 
ually used these words in the senate, 
“Sir, let us understand that with us, in 
our system and age of civilization trade 
between nations stands for war in a sense 
never to be overlooked and never to be 
misunderstood.’”’ He proceeded to speak 
of the shores of the United States being 
ravaged by incursion in the guise of 
trade. 

Commerce has done more to preserve 
peace than any human agency. ‘Trade is 
the handmaid of civilization. Countries 
which shut themselves in by isolation, 
like China and Japan, had their civiliza- 
tion arrested and an antique social system 
stereotyped. ‘Trade has knit together 
nations by ties of mutual interest and 
friendship. Seas which were formerly 
barriers between nations are now their 
connecting links. Indeed commercial in- 
tercourse may be considered the circulat- 
ing blood of a common humanity. Mod- 
ern commerce is not war; it is peace. 

It is doubtful whether in the case of 
ordinary war carried on by destructive 
agencies there was ever a good war ora 
bad peace; but certainly industrial wars 
bring their own nemesis, for nations like 
individuals were never intended for isola- 
tion. 

Commerce Jinks nations by mutual ad- 
vantages and secures to them both physi- 
cal and moral well being. The time will 
come possibly sooner than many expect, 
when civilized nations will see and grasp 
the meaning of commercial freedom; 
realizing the eloquent words of Glad- 
stone: “Then will the ships that pass 
between this land and that be like the 
shuttle on the loom weaving the web of 
concord among nations.”

The dentists have at last ‘‘tumbled” to 
the fact that they have been swindled by 
the McKinley bill,and in a very dastardly 
manner—at all events, the International 
Dental Journal has found it out. The 
evening Post’s ‘‘McKinley Alphabet’ 
contains this modest line:

Teeth, porcelain......| ———-—— _——-——_—_—__.

Now the Dental Journal, in its February 
number, tells in terms of just indignation 
what this change means, and how it was 
made, In the first place, the making of 
artificial teeth is peculiarly an American 
industry, so much so that American man- 
ufacturers have pretty nearly supplied 
the world and have grown rich at the 
business. Nobody objects to this, but 
on the contrary everybody must admit 
that here is an industry that has started 
up and grown to greatness without any 
legislative favors. But, says the Dental 
Journal: 

A demand has grown upin recent years 
for the product of an English manufac- 
turer, for the reason that these teeth 
yossessed some advantages for certain 

irds of dentures, especially that of 
“bridge-work.”? This demand evidently 
began to assume disagreeable propor- 
tions, or no one would have heard of an 
increase of duty, ‘The situation is now 
such that it will be impossible to procure 
these teeth without great difficulty and 
serious additional expense. The latter 
is not of so much moment as the fact 
that they will probably not be obtainable 
here at any price, 


The way that this increase of duty | 


from 20 per cent, to 55 per cent. was ob- 
tained was by simply striking artificial 
teeth out of the dutiable list altogether, 
so that they should fall in the catagory of 
manufactures of porcelain not especially 


provided for, 55 per centum ad valorem, | 


In the tariff of 1883 they stand in a para- 
agraph alone, viz. : 

400, ‘Teeth, manufactured, 
centum ad valorem, 
This trick of striking out paragraphs so 
that the articles embraced in them shall 
fall unperceived into a higher schedule, 
was practiced in the McKinley bill toa 
scandalous and unheard-of extent, In 
every such case it may 
the intention was to deceive Congress and 
the public as well as to defraud the con- 
sumers of the article thus juggled with. 
The Dental Journal seems to think that

when the attention of Congress is called | 


to the real facts, there will be a spontan- 
eous desire to right the wrong by putting 
artificial teeth in the old schedule at 20 
per cent, or else in the free list, seeing 
that no protection was ever necessary, 
This shows that the Dental Journal has 
not yet cut its own eye-teeth, The pres-

With the March number The Forum 
began its sixth year and its eleventh vol- 
ume, The demand for bound volumes is 
so large as to warrant a republication of 
all the back numbers to date. The 
Forum, therefore, has given its sub- 
scribers an opportunity to secure com- 
plete files of bound volumes (four half- 
volumes, or two volumes to the year) 
without increase of price for the num- 
bers that were out of print. It is possi- 
ble, therefore, now, for a complete file 
of The Forum to be secured—a_ particu- 
larly fortunate circumstance for sub- 
scribers, because The Forum is probably 
the only high-grade periodical that has 
been long established of which complete 
sets of back numbers can be procured, if 
at all, at less than a prohibitory price. 


The Nicaragua Canal is second in im- 
portance, of course, only to the Suez 
Canal among the great works of modern 
times. The refusal of the United States 
Government to take charge of this work 
under the Administration of President 
Cleveland caused a temporary suspen- 
sion of the enterprise, Thereupon,how- 
ever, a private company was organized, 
and in another shape the United States 
Government has again taken it up—a 
shape in which it is said that the cunsti- 
tutional difficulties in the way of the 
original plan has been avoided. This 
matter has been in the hands of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate during 
this session of Congress, of which Sena- 
tor Sherman is chairman, and this com- 
mittee bas prepared a favorable report 
for an appropriation to push the work to 
completion. An explanation of this rce- 
port and of the committee’s reasons 
therefor, as well as of the commercial 
importance of the canal itseif, will be 
made in The Forum for March, by Sena- 
tor Sherman himself. He goes into de- 
tailio explaining the financial aspects of 
the plan, as well, of course, as its politi- 
cal bearings, aod thus at once thrusts the 
subject forward as a matter of public 
concer,

The depart- 
ments, also, would be equally divided, 
the general and mercantile courses fall- 
ing to the English school, the classical 
and scientific to the collegiate, 

If the proposed change is made the 
work of both schools will be better done. 
Each school will be more distinctively a 
unit; and therefore the work will be 
more coucentrated and direct than it can 
be under the arrangement of four 
courses in one school. In the annual re- 
port of our school board for 1878 the 
committee say ‘Our school labors under 
the grave disadvantage of uniting in one 
the incongruous elements of both a pre- 
paratory and a finishing school. This of 
necessity greatly complicates our system, 
crowds our program with a multiplicity 
of topics, and distracts the attention of 
teachers and pupils. This cannot at 
present be avoided, for the time bas not 
yet arrived for our city to supporta dis- 
tinctively classical and preparatory 
school.’’ This was 13 years ago. Our 
city has grown in wealthand population, 
and our school in numbers. In the 
judgment of your committee the time 
has now come when the proposed change 
can be wisely made: It is not claimed 
that the several ‘‘courses’’ in the school 
as itis now organized are antagonistic; 
but they clearly are not harmonious. It 
would not be well to combine the watch 
factory at Waltham with the Corliss en- 
gine shop at Providence. We need both 
watches aud Corliss engines. But we 
shall get better watches and better en- 
gines by having two different shops. And 
according as the lad is looking towards 
Waltham or towards Providence time 
will be saved by a specific training in 
the use of tools. Corliss wants the 
Titanic; Waltham the minute and deli- 
cate. Or to vary the simile, if the pomo!- 
ogist wants both apples and pears he 
had better not try grafting them on one 
standard. Better plant two trees. 

The work can be better doue for an- 
other reason. By the proposed division 
into English and Collegiate the schools 
can be better systematizcd,and the assign- 
ment of studies and recitations be made 
more equable. As uow organized itis a 
work of genius to arrange the schedule 
at the beginning of each new year. With 
£0 large a number of pupils, and so wide 
a diversity of topics optional to the stu- 
dent it is impossible to avoid confusion; 
and no amount of ingenuity or faithful- 
ness can sO manage the studies and 
restrictions as to make them fall equally 
on the several school days of the week. 
The pupil will be overpressed with work 
one day, and demoralized by having li‘tle 
or nothing to do the next, It is due to 
the present Headmaster to say that the 
evil seems now to be reduced to the low- 
est point attainable under our present 
system. But divide into two depar'- 
mental schools, each harmonious in 
itself, and it will disappear altogether. 

But of more importance still, there will 
be a saving of time. We are pressed on

For 
we may 1< vcr forget that we ask no more 
education for the college candidate, no 
move time or expense than for the busi- 
ness candidate; no more, only different. 
All the schools are open to all, and to 
them all all are invited. 

In the able report of the superinten- 
dent laid before the board last February, 
President Eliot is quoted as if favoring 
especially ‘‘schools of a new sort that are 
now preparing boys for Harvard College 
—schools which teach thoroughly Latin, 
mathematics modern languages and ex- 
perimental science, but do not teach 
Greek.’? But it would be pressing the 
president’s words quite too far, and be- 
yond their aim, to say that the distin- 
guished head of Harvard College pref+rs 
such schools before those where Greek is 
taught.

FURNISHING OF ROOMS 


BUILDING, 


IN THE NEW 


The new building for private patients is 
nearly completed, and contains fourteen 
cheerful rooms, As several persons and 
organizations have signified a desire to 
furnish rooms in this building, and have 
desired to know the cost of so doing, 
this statement is made for general in- 
formation on the subject. The bed- 
steads, beds and pillows need to be of 
uniform make aud have been ordered by 


the furnishing committee of the hospital. 
The cost of these, with blankets, sheets, 
and pillow cases, which the hospital w ll 
also provide, is $45.00. In addition to 
these, there should be procured a 
bureau, commode, invalid table, a large 
reed rocker, a. small rocker, or arm 
chair, a hassock, two rugs, a toilet set 
fireplace set and fender. The furniture 
should be piain, without ornamental 
work, the bureau, commode and table 
preferably of oak. The articles named 
can be obtained for about $75.00. So 
that $120 will comfortably furnish one of 
these rooms. A few pictures for the 
walls will of course make the room ad- 
ditionally attractive. 

The Newton Ladies Home Circle, an 
organization composed of members of 
the Relief Corps, which was disbanded 
in 1888, and of other ladies from the 
several wards of Newton, have already 
purchased and sent to the hospital a 
handsome and appropriate set of furni- 
ture for one room. This organization 
had_ previously furnished a room in the 
Soldier’s Home in Chelsea. 

Those desiring to furnish rooms can 
purchase the furniture themselves and 
rend it to the hospital, or remit the 
required amount to Mr. George S, Bul- 
lens, treasurer, 100 Franklin street, Bos- 
ton, in which case the articles will be 
procured by the committee.

SCHOOL BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


CITY COUNCIL REQUESTED TO MAKE AN 
APPROPRIATION FOR A COLLEGIATE 
SCHOOL, 


A meeting of the school board was 
held in the High school building, New- 
tonville, Wednesday evening. Mayor 
Hibbard presided, eight members pre- 


| sent, 


Superintendent Jones submitted his 
first report. In relation to the division 
of grades of the Claflin school he stated 
that the transfer of a portion of the 
eighth grade pupils from the first as- 
sistant’s room to the master’s room had 
been brought about, accomplishing the 
object desired by the committee. By 
this transfer the enrollment in the two 
advanced rooms, was made nearly equal 
innumbers. During the coming school 
year an additional teacher will probably 
be nesessary as some different arrange- 
ments will have to be made after the 
yearly promotions. The superintendent 
recommended the adoption of Harper 
Copy Books in place of the eclectic 
series now in use, the change involving 
no additional cost. He also called atten- 
tion to the necessity for a manual of 
arithmetical exercises for use in the 
High school, recommending Wentworth 
& Hill’s volume, Part one, approved by 
the High school teachers for adoption as 
a text book. The probable necessity of 
more school room accommodations in 
the West Newton district were alluded 
to. From present appearances the super- 
intendent said an extra room sufficient 
to seat forty pupils will be needed on the 
opening of the schools September next. 
The report was accepted and the several 
recommendations referred to the appro- 
priate committees for consideration. 

On motion of Mr. Drew an order 
passed appropriating $11,358.48 for de- 
partment expenses of the current month. 

Rev. Amos E. Lawrence submitted the 
report of the special committee on the 
subject of establishing a collegiate train- 
ing school on the south side of the city. 
The report is given in full elsewhere in 
this paper. 

An order introduced by Mr. Lawrence, 
providing for the employment of a 
capable ‘mechanic to make necessary 
petty repairs in the various school houses 
brought out some discussion, 

Mr. Harwood thought that the board 
had no authority in the matter and that 
any action which would bring about the 
employment of such a man must of 
necessity be taken by the public property 
committee. 

Mr. Drew thought that the order 
would, perhaps, result iu some plan for 
repairs more satisfactory to the board. 
He said that a good mechanic would 
suve the city considerable money and 
added that Mr. Emerson told him so. 

Mrs. Martin called attention to the 
inadequate heating and ventilation of 
the new Claflin schoolhouse and said 
that something should be done at once 
to render the building habitable. Mr. 
Drew said that the matter was in the 
hands of the public property committee. 

Rey. Mr. Hornbrooke said that great 
bodies move slow and that he had been 
thinking what a great body the public 
property must be. I think, he added, 
that the public property committees of 
past years to say nothing of the present 
have been illustrious examples of in- 
efliciency and have demonstrated, if 
nothing else, how not to du a thing, so 
far as repairs and improvements are con- 
cerned, If ministers gave so _ little 
evidence of practical views, they would 
excite the contempt of the world, but as 
the mistakes are made by persons sup- 
posed to be practical business men, we 
must make the best of the situation and 
eudeavor to make ourselves think that 
they really do know how. 

Mr. Hollis said that the City of Boston 
had given the school board power to ex- 
pend money under the supervision of 
the superintendent of public buildings, 
and_ suggested that pdssibly an arrange- 
ment could be made enabling the Newton 
school board to secure charge of the ap- 
propriation for repairs, ‘The matter was 
finally adjusted by authorizing the mem- 
bers of the High school committee to 
confer with the public property com- 
mittee, with a view to making a mutual- 
ly satisfactory arrangement relative to 
the care and necessary repairs of the 
schoolhouses of the city.

Demand for a Biandard Rail. 


“T don’t pretend to know much about | 


the railroad business,” said the superin- 
tendent of one of the great rolling mills 
of the Lllinois Steel company, ‘but I 
don’t see any necessity for the diversity 
of the steel rails in use by our railroads 
today. The fact is, each road or system 
of roads has its own particular form of 
rail and will use no other kind. You 
can readily perceive how this handicaps 
the rolling mill men, Partof our works 
are shut down at present because we can- 
not safely go ahead afd make a stock of 
rails to be sold in the future. If there 
were but one standard of rail in use we 
could do this, because then there would 
be a market for our products at all times 
—if one road did not want our surplus 
rails another would. 

“T have taiked to ahalf dozen railway 
maguates at least, and every one of them 
holds precisely the same views that I do 
upon this subject. But no one seems 
able to suggest any practical solution of 
the difficulty. Each of them said: ‘I 
heartily agree with you. There ought 
to bea uniform railin use throughout 
the country. And our road has the best 
rail that has been invented, too. I 
would like to see it adopted as the stand- 
ard rail. Of course our rail is fully pro- 
tected by patents, but for a proper con- 
sideration we would permit other roads 
to use it.’ 

“There it is in a nutshell! Every road 
wants a uniform rail; every one wants 
its own particular rail adopted; every 
one hopes to grow rich by its patent 
rights if a uniform rail is to be agreed 
upon. Itis impossible, I think, to estab- 
lish a uniform standard. Butit would 


prove a good thing for all parties if it | 


could bedone. Rolling mills then might 


be busy every working day in the year.” |

Even Fracture by an EKarthquake, 
The postal inspector's offices are on the
